It is our conviction that the last three Pres, uellciw 
were impaired by violence.

In the 
Presidential campaign of 1972, when the polls indicated that 
George Wallace's third party candidacy would split the Nixon vote, 
an attempt on his life eliminated him from the race, assuring a 
Nixon landslide . 


e believe that assassinations and attempted assassinations have

o government m the eyes of many Americans. We believe that muc 
of this havoc and lack of faith can be traced back to the events 
ovember 2,., 1963 and the subsequent inadequate investigation by 
the Warren Commission . * 
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We do not know who shot John F. Kennedy, or why. We do know that 
Lee Harvey Oswald could not have been a lone assassin and the hard 
forensic evidence demonstrates that. The evidence also shows 
conclusively that the Central Intelligence Agency and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation deliberately withheld important evidence 
from the Warren Commission. We hope that in the near future the 
Senate and the House will begin the first serious investigation 
into the cover up of the facts surrounding the assassination of 
John Kennedy .
